Education  Comes  In  Various  Ways

There  are  60  million  adults  in 
the  United  States  who  have  not 
finished  high  school.  Nearly  10 
million  of  them  are  illiterate. 


These  under-educated  Ameri- 
cans, and  the  problems  they  face 
in  our  increasingly  complex 
modern  society,  will  get  some  at- 
tention this  week.  Adult  educa- 
tion is  a principal  theme  of  this 
year’s  observance  of  “American 
Education  Week,”  which  begins 
this  Sunday 

In  a boad  sense,  every  adult  is 
being  educated  every  day  of  his 
life — by  reading  newspapers, 
watching  television,  listening  to 
the  radio,  talking  to  friends, 
working  at  a job,  or  as  a stu- 
dent in  the  school  of  hard 
knocks. 

But  the  term  “Adult  Educa- 
tion” is  usually  reserved  for 
formal  courses  of  instruction 
which  men  and  women  pursue  on 
a part-time  basis,  after  leaving 
school. 

Statistics  on  adult  education 
programs  are  pretty  sketchy. 
The  census  bureau  has  conclud- 
ed, on  the  basis  of  samplings, 
that  about  eight  million  adults 
are  participating  in  organized 
classes.

courses,  and  on-the-job  training: 
courses  in  industry.  It  also  omits 
those  who  are  educating  them- 
selves, the  way  Abe  Lincoln  did, 
by  reading  good  books. 

When  all  *of  these  are  taken 
into  account,  the  total  number  of 
adults  who  are  continuing  their 
education  on  a more  or  less  sys- 
tematic basis  may  exceed  30  mil- 
lion. 

What  are  they  studying?  The 
census  survey . indicates  that 
about  10  per  cent  are  learning 
how  to  have  fun.  They  are  en- 
rolled for  courses  in  bridge, 
swimming,  dancing  or  other  “rec- 
reational skills.” 


But  the  vast  majority  have  a 
serious  purpose.  The  largest 
single  category — one  third  of  the 
total — is  enrolled  in  trade  busi- 
ness and  technical  courses. 
Twelve  per  cent  are  studying 
“home-making  skills” — cooking, 
sewing,  child  care,  etc.  Thirteen 
per  cent  are  studying  civil  and 
public  affairs,  and  one  per  cent 
come  under  the  heading  of  “gen- 
eral education,”  which  includes 
everything  from  learning  to  read 
to  advanced  mathematics. 


Fees  Range  Widely 
Even  when  adult  education 
courses  are  offered  by  public 
schools  (as  they  are  in  about  one- 
third  of  the  nation’s  school  dis- 
tricts) the  participants  usually

adults  who  are  taking  corre-  j little  as  $2  for  an  entire  course 


spondence  courses,  television  to  as  much  as  $90  a semester  for 


degree-credit  night  classes  at  a 
college  or  university. 

Because  of  these  fees,  and  be- 
cause most  adult  education  is 
conducted  part-time  at  facilities 
used  primarily  for  other  pur- 
poses, the.  taxpayers’ Ninvestment 
is  surprisingly  small^ — about  80 
million  dollars  a year  compared 
to  more  than  10  billion  dollars 
for  public  elementary  and  high 
schools. 

Dr.  Ambrose  Caliver,  chief  of 
the  adult  section  of  the  U.  S. 
Office  of  Education,  believes  the 
nation  is  missing  a great  oppor- 
tunity by  its  present  piecemeal- 
and-patchwork  approach  to  adult 
education. 

Education  Big  Need 
“Our  modern  world  of  work  is 
becoming  increasingly  inhospit- 
able to  the  under-educated,”  he 
said  in  an  interview. 

“The  man  without  a high 
school  diploma  now  finds  it  hard 
to  get  a good  job;  the  man  who 
can’t  • read . or  write  has  a hard 
time  getting  any  job  at  all 

“Adult  education  can  help  the 
nation  make  full  and  effective 
use  of  its  human  resources.  It  can 
reduce  the  number  of  ‘unemploy- 
ables’ and  help  us  meet  out  rap- 
idly expanding  n^d  for  techno- 
logically-trained manpower. 

It  can  also  give  our  country 
more  citizens  who  are  capable  of 
understanding  and  voting  intel-

The  last  home  game  of  the  year 
for  Brigham  Young  University’s 
freshman  team  will  be  played 
2:30  p.m.  at  Cougar  Stadium 
when  the  Gatos  host  the  Mon- 
tana State  Bobkittens. 

Still  smarting  from  a 21-0  set- 
back at  the  ha'nds  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  Papooses  last  week 
the  charges  of  Coach  Tom  Ver- 
bartatz  will  be  playing  MSC’s

Last  year  the  Kittens  dumped 
Montana  at  Bozeman,  27-13,  but 
reports  this  year  indicate  the 
Provo  team  may  have  a big  bat- 
tle on  its  hands,  with  MSC.
